The Namlsmatic and Antiguarian Boelety
of Philadelphia -The Stated Mecting.

A stated meeting of this society was held last
evening at its hall, President Houn. Ell K. Price
in the chair. The usnal routine business was
transacted, and many donations and letters were
recvived.

The committee on procuring a hall for the
soclety reported its inability as yet to ebtain a
suitable room, and, on motion, was continued.

Mr. Hoffmann exhibited an original proapectus
and subscription list of the Uniled Stales Ga-
zetle, dated 1701, issned by Johm Fenno, also
some MAS, and cerrespondence relating thereto,
including a fine helograph letter of Thomas Jef-
ferson.

A communication was read relative to the
lately diecovered prehistoric caverns and occu-
pants at Ribesdale, in England.

On motion, Dr. b. G. rinten, the Carator of
Antiquities of the Boclety, was desired to pre-
pare to kejread before the soclety, on July 4,
1876, a puper upon American Antiguities, ete.

During the absence of Mr. Phillips, the Cor-
responding Secretary, in Europe, Mr. Charles
Henry Hart was chesen Corresponding Secre-
tary pro tem., sad Mr. J. Davis Duffleld was
chosen Recording Secrelary pro fem., during
theabeence in Europe of the Recording Becretary,
Mr, Hibler.

Mr. Hibler was directed, in conceri with Mr.
Phillips, Corresponding Becretary, to comwmu-
nicate with kindred societies and institutions
abroad, and they were both instructed to report
to the soclety en thelr return of matters of in-
terest.

Mr. Hart, the historiegrapher, offered for
the consideration of the socisty a letter, which
he had prepared in the ferm of a circular, to bs
gent to each of the members of the society, con-
taining a request for biographieal infermation,
to be preserved in its archives fer future use in
preparing the regular memorials of deceased
members, which was adopted.

THE MORSE MONUMENT.

Meeting im Atd Thereof in Baltimere.

A meeting of prominent citizens of Baltimors
was held in that city en Monday to aid the
friends of Professor Morse, in the principal cities
of the Union asd throughont the country, to
erect at Waghington a monumental memorial of
the services he has rendered the world in the
inventien of the magnetic telegraph. Hon.
Reverdy Johnson presided, and staied the ob-
ject of the meeting., Mr. Horatio Stone, the
sculpter, being present, was asked to deseribe
his ‘plnn. and sald it was proposed Lo erect at the
pational capital a monument that shall de jus-
tice to Professor Morse, the inventor of the
wagnetic telegraph, and his ceadjutors whe
nided im its development and extemsion. The
monumaent will be of granite and bronze, and
86 feet high, the principal statue 11 feet 8
inches, The site selected was st the junctien of
Pennsylvania avenue and Seventh street, but he
thought a more eligible location tham that
might be obtained frem the General Gevern-
ment. Its cost will be $100,800. The drawin
and medels are ready, and the contract llgn R
Professor Merse's elghtieth birthday ls at hand,
and it s fittimg that his countrymen sheuld
unite with all the world to do him well-earned
honors. It is istemded te lay the corner-stone
the present season.

WasmiweTox, June 8.—The rumors about the
resigeation of Secretary Ffh scem to have
arisen out of the fact that two or three days age
Mr. Fish tendered his resignation, but the Pre-
sident did not accept it. Mr. Fish is anxious to
retire from the Cabinet, and has been for some
time. The President laft without scting en the
matler, and with the understanding that, for the
present at least, Mr, Fish will remain In the
Cabinet.

The Ku-klux Cemmittiee
examined as witnesses to-day ex-Senator War-
per, of Alabama. Ilis testimony related chiefly
to the outrages commitied by the Ku-klux in
Alabama at the election a year ago. There was
nothing new In it.

RAID ON A MENAGERIE,

A Trike of Guileless Savages Berrow an
Elephant fer the Purpose of Making a
Grand Midaight Precession—-Heow the
Festivities Terminated.,

The Kaneas City Fulletin of the 28th of May
has & tremendonuely displayed article, under the
title “Dreadful Oeccurrence,” from which we
make the fellewing extracts: —

The Indian vill of Pottawatemls, In Kansas,
was the theatre of an intensely exciting occur-
rence en the night of May 21, The menagerie
and circus ef old Jehn Robinsen had exhibited,
to the great delight and astonishment of the
untutored red man. The sstonishment and
euriesily were great when the gigaulie prepor-
tions of the elephant Emperer burst upon their
view. Everythiong passed off qlﬂ.lig-

About midnight the watchman, wishing to re-
ceive some information in regard to starting in
the morning, stepped over to the hetel where
Mr. Robinson was quartered, and while engaged
in cenversation with him arn awful, uaearthly
howl resounded through the halls, followed by
a series of cries, greans, and screeches such as
no mertal ever heard before. Robinsom, quickly
comprehending the matter, erdered every man
to come eut, as e was cerlain that seme of the
animals had breken loose. Upen ruddenly turn—
ing a cerner they beheld a sight they will never
forget. Im the feregreund was the huge form of
old Emperor, upon whose back was perched-a
halfl dozen warriors, shouting and gesticulating
wildly te their brethren below, while at inter-
vals of half a minute & herrid yell would ring
out upon the night air, follewed by huge celumas
of smeke and duost, ;

The cempany, headed by Mr, Robinsen, rush-
ing up immediately, scattered the Indians from
oft the elephant's back and led him away. His
pody was found to be covered with wounds, from
which the blood was flowing in streams. Over
:u: kundred arrews were found sticking in his

ody.

M?nid the cemfusion it was impossible to ascer-
tain how he became loosened from his place of
comfinement, but upon examining the chala it
was found to be unlocked, shewiong that it was
through the agency of some mischievously in-
clined persem; and upon inquiry being made, i.
was ascertained that a party of young braves,
potlcing how very gentle and harmless the ele-
phant was, cencluded to have a grand menage-
rle procession of their ewn; and while seme
were uulocking hie chains, five or six leaped
upon his back saud twe mere walked on each
gide aud steered him mloog, and thus the grand
cavaleade started for the Indian quarter of the
town, intending no doubt to create a big sensa-
tion ameng their brethrem, which they certainly
did, though with a result far different from
what they anticipated: for upen reaching the
first of a long row of wigwams he disceverad
the top of one which had been covered the day
before with the long, sweel grass of the prairie,
thrust out his trunk for a mouthful, when the
whole tep gave way.

The Indians, becoming alarmed for the safet
of the rest of their wigwams, cemmenced :od.r-
ing him with spears and knives, while at the
same tirre a hundred terches were fiashed upen
the seene, producing the very ebject they were
endeavering to prevent, for it not only cenfused
but blinded the elephant, wkile the pain and
terture of the knife and arrew wounds rendered
him almost frantic with rage and terror to such
a degree that he rushed madly forward, dealin
destruction en all sides; and it weunld be dificnlt
to tell which party expressed the most satisfac-
tien in parting from each other’s socieiy, Indi-
ans or elephant.

Mr. Robinson immediately sent for the chiet
to endeavor te conciliate him, and to remunerate
those who had Jest their dwellings by the un-
fortunate eccurrence. Upon the arrival of that
dignitary, he gquickly made kmown his wishes,
when the ehief Immediately replied that the
“father of all the animals,” a8 he termed the
elepbant, ‘‘was not to blame, bul that the blame
rested upon his young men who had unfastened
old Emperor, for which they were very sorry.
